BOE prepares to complete ZC ball field project 


After discussing the proposal 
briefly, Ingram’ suggested that 
board members take time to 
look the calendar over ,and 
come back with any sugges- 
tions at the next board meeting.

come to Coffee County.” 

The newly purchased buses 
have a seating capacity of 70 
students. 

Before moving on with the 
meeting, Ingram told board 
members that last year was the 
only time Coffee County has 
not purchased new buses. As a 
general rule, she said the sys- 
tem usually buys two or three 
buses at a time, 

The ongoing discussion of 
capital projects surfaced again, 
and Ingram said the architect 
indicated it would be best to 
combine the projects since all 
have some wiring involved. 
Otherwise, she said job super- 
intendents would have to be 
hired for each separate project 
Which would cost the county 
additional money. 

“If we are going to hire an 
electrical crew, it will be better 
to hire one firm rather than dif- 
ferent. ones for \ecach job,” 
Ingram said. 

Board members also dis-

Quail guns have - 5 
changed along with the 
5 hunting methods, ee 


I was 11 years old when I bagged my first quail with a single shot 
20 gauges with a full choke. Not exactly the perfect quail gun, but 
if I held fire until they flew about 30 yards I could connect occa- 
sionally. This same scenario was played out by thousands of farm 
boys across the South up until roughly the early 1980s. That's when 
the quail population started taking a plunge in my area. 

During the heyday of quail hunting the type shotgun you carried 
was often a badge of you social status. Those lucky enough to be 
“born of means” pursued the gentlemen's bird with expensive dou- 
ble barrels. Guns make by Parker, L.C. Smith, Fox and expensive 
imports sporting engraved receivers and high grad walnut stocks 
were a status symbol. Hunters rode on mule drawn hunting wagons 
and were dressed more like they were going to church rather than 
hunting. 

Quail hunters of more modest means bagged their birds too, but 
by less extravagant methods. Prior to WWII the average quail 
hunter walked behind his self-trained bird dog, usually wearing 
overalls and carrying a single shot or inexpensive double gun. 

Men returning home from the war had been introduced to the M1 
and a variety or other automatic and semi-automatic firearms. The 
transition from doubles to autoloading and pump shotgun was . 
sweeping the nation. Remington, Winchester, and Browning could 
hardly keep up with the demand. They even make high-grade autos 
and pumps with engraving and select walnut to attract some of the 
wealthier hunters away from their double guns, 

As the quail population plunged, mostly from changing farming 
practices, many stopped wild quail hunting altogether. Hunters 
begin growing or purchasing pen-raised flight conditioned quail to 
put out and hunt. Many seasoned bird hunters scuffed at this 
method for years. Today, hunting released birds is becoming so pop- 
ular the commercial preserves are enjoying @ booming business. 

Now the average Joe can afford to hunt quail much in the same 
manner as the old gentlemen hunters enjoyed. The guns have 
changed to some degree, with a move back to stylish double barrels 
and over and unders in 20 and 28 gauge. Light weight, shorter bar- 
reled pumps and autos in 20 and 28 gauge fill the void for hunter 
who just have to have that third shot. 

Since the released birds let you get a bit closer before they flush, 
a more open choke is called for, Yesteryears hunters usually opted 
for improved cylinder or even modified if the gun had to double as 
a hawk killer and squirrel gun. “More open chokes, such as cylin- 
der bore, and skeet! are more popular today as the shot pattem 
opens faster for the closer flushing birds. 

If you haven't tried today's quail hunting, book a hunt, or get a 
deg and buy some birds, If for no other reason, it's a good excuse

The firm contracted with the City of Elba to redraw the district 
lines to properly reflect five even districts, following the 2000 federal census. The most noticeable changes in district lines are between 
District 5 and | and the moving of the Western District 3 boundary from the natural flow of Pea River and Whitewater Creek to Highway 
87 North (Troy Highway). With an official population of 4,185, an ideal voting district in Elba is 837. The existing districts vary in popu- 
lation from 700 to 1029. Registered voter population varies from 724 to 792. Under the proposed new plan the districts will vary in, pop- 
ulation from 812 (District 3) to 849 in District 2. Voting population will vary from 605 in District 3 to'624 in District 5. The-new propos- 
al gives District | a minority population of 61.9%, which is as near as possible to a desirable 65° minority population suggested in the 
national Voting Rights Act while msjtaining as near.as possiblé the voting districts originally established and appreved by the federal gov- 
ernment. according to the plan writers. 
There are several numbers displayed on the above redistricting map, however the large red numbers designate the five Elba voting districts.

The Coffee County 
Commission meeting Monday, 
Feb, 24, seemed to follow suit
